Tax distribution 
called ‘disaster’ 


Computer foulups by an Ohio 
data processing firm that 
contacted with Madison County 
to aid with distribution of taxes 
collected in 1974 were alleged by 
county officials last week as the 
cause of ‘‘a disaster” in the 
county’s tax program 

Ina meeting at Edwardsville 
Thursday, marked by clashes 
between County Board mem- 
bers, tax officials and 
representatives of the com- 
puting firm, County Treasurer 
George Musso criticized Cole, 
Layer and Trumble~ Data 
Processing Co., Dayton, Ohio, 
for what he said was failure to 
deliver on its contract to aid the 
county with tax distribution. 

Musso estimated ~that bet- 
ween $2 million to $2.5 million 
still is owed taxing agencies in 
the county. That amount won't 
be paid out until about June 1 
when new tax bills for collection 
this year will go out, he said 

“When it became apparent 
that Cole, Layer and Trumble 
could only give promises, my 
staff had to prepare (tax 
distribution) manually,” Musso 
said. 

This caused a_ five-month 
delay in the annual delinquent 
tax property sale, he added. The 
tax sale usually is held in early 
December. This year’s-sale will 
be held April 21

Congress exempted 


in information law

WASHINGTON — “Free- ~ 


dom of information” has such 
a nice democratic ring to it 
that President Johnson 
signed the first such law on 
the Fourth of July in 1966. 

A decade in the making, the 
Freedom of Information Act 
was intended to force the peo- 
ple's government to open up 
its files to the people, un- 
less. . A 

Of course; it was all the 
“unlesses” that made the law 
far less effective than the 


ress had hoped. The 
pes a was caused pri- 


marily by nine categories of 
exemptions, such as national 
security or trade secrets. 

These exemptions were 
broad enough to’ permit 
clever bureaucrats to cir- 
cumvent the intent of the law 
in most cases. 

So for the next eight years, 
Congress and - citizens 

gathered - evidence of the 
few" 's ineffectiveness. It was 
amended late last year to 
close loopholes, and’ the re- 
furbished law went into effect 
on Feb. 19 of this year. 

But while Congress has 
acted to give the people ac- 
cess to more of the executive 
branch’s modus operandi, 
Congress also has uninten- 
tionally revealed a large vein 
of hypocrisy that runs 
through that body politic.

Three capital improvement 
projects for Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
totaling $703,000 were 
authorized by the SIUE Board 
of Trustees Thursday at SIUE. 

The approval is subject to 
appropriation by the General 
Assembly of money for the 
projects, and to coordination 
which may be required between 
the university and the Illinois 
Capital Development Board. 

Senate Bill 136, supported by 
Gov. Dan Walker, would 
provide authorization and 
funding for the projects. The 
governor is seeking early ap- 
proval in an effort to create 
employment and boost the 
economy of the state. 

Projects authorized by the 
trustees for SIUE include: 

Remodeling of four buildings 
in the academic core area at a 
cost of $575,000. The remodeling 
will be necessary when two new 
academic buildings currently 
under constryction are com- 
pleted and various instructional 
units relocate in new quarters. 
The trustees recommended 
Thompson Associates of Troy as 
architects for the remodeling, 

Renovation of the Com- 
munications Building at a cost 
of $103,000. This would include 
installation of a new curtain in 
the theater, expansion of the 
theater lighting system, 
recovering of 404 seats and 
painting of the theater. 

- Installation of special 
facilities for use by han- 
dicapped students on campus at

QUESTIONS WOMEN ASK 
Malpractice:suits 


peril profession  - 


By ELEANOR B. 
RODGERSON, M.D. 


Q. Our family moves every 
few years because of my hus- 
band’s work and in every new 
community we have to find a 
new doctor. It seems to us 
that no matter whete we go it 
is getting harder and harder 
vto find a doctor. Why? 

A. I suppose no place has 
enough doctors. The United 
‘States as a whole has about 
‘the best supply in the world, 
but no one here pretends that 
people’s health care needs 
are fully met. The United 
States presently spends about 
8 per cent of its gross national 
product on health care. 
Sweden spends about 4.5 per 
cent and Great Britain 3.5 per 
cent. All these figures are 
constantly rising. 

Part of the problem is over- 
specialization — family doc- 


tors are dying off and young © 


MD’s want to be “‘special- 
ists," because there are so 
many developments in so 
many fields, they cannot keep 
up with them, 

Another part of the prob- 
lem is the medical malprac- 
tice lawsuit. The public is 
only beginning to be aware of 
the effect it is having on the 
practice of medicine. No doc- 
tor dares open an office with- 
out malpractice insurance 

As a result, many doctors 
have closed their offices and 
most insurance companies 
have discontinued this cover- 
age at any price. The few 
companies that remain are 
doubling their premiums 
regularly. The upshot is that 
medical care has becotme so 
expensive thal, in effect, it is 


denied to many. people. The 


obvious question is: Can we 
afford the luxury of malprac- 
tice suits? 

The custom of suing for 
less-than-perfect results was 
never voted by a legislature. 
It grew piecemeal through 
the joint efforts of judicial de- 
cisions, trial lawyers and 
sympathetic juries. The con- 


sequence is that if the doctor 
does not actually close her or 
his office in desperation, she 
or he must raise fees to cover 
expenses. 

Countries which do not 
have this millstone around 
the neck of their medical care 


system have made encourag- 
ing progress in the use of per- 
sonnel who have medical 
skills, but are not doctors. 

China has its. well known 
“barefoot” helpers who treat 
simple conditions, dispense 
birth control ‘aids, provide 
public health information at 
the grass roots level. 


Russia uses a ‘similarly 
trained person, the feldsher, 
to go into rural areas to treat 
ordinary medical conditions 
and recognize problems that 
should be referred to central 
facilities for more elaborate 
diagnoses and treatments. 
Great Britain makes wide 
uses of nurses, especially 
midwives. 

In World War II, one doctor 
with the troops might be as- 
signed 25-30 corpsmen, 
“medics,” to help him care 
for the men in his unit. He did 
only those things the corps- 
men could not do. He then 
could spread himself over 
many cases. 


Toward.the end of the war, 
skill had increased so much 
that the care rendered was of 
a very high quality. It seerns 
that this is the direction med- 
ical care ought to take, but it 
cannot as long as malpractice 
threats persist.

State has 


big plans 


for the Bicentennial 


By MARY LOU MANNING 


SPRINGFIELD — Mid- 
western history buffs inter- 
ested in getting a taste of Bi- 
centennial flavor need not 
travel far. Tlinois is gearing 
up for the celebration, and 
they have a lot to offer. 

“We are preparing a two 
season Bicentennial 5‘Illinois 
Celebration °76," explained 
Michael J. Linderman, direc- 
tor of the state Division of 
Tourism. ‘We think it will be 
successful because, from the 
figures we have received 
from. Washington, the. East 
Coast will be, deluged with 
tourists so why not stay in or 
come to Dlinois?”” 

The figures supplied by the 
U.S. Department of Com- 
merce indicate the eastern 
corridor expects 10 million 
long-range, 40 million short- 
range and one million foreign 
visitors during 1976, the coun- 
try’s 200th birthday. Linder- 
man pointed out that there 
have been indications that the 
area will not have sufficient 
accommodations to handle 
the predicted volume; hence, 
the lure of the “Land of Lin- 
coln” should ‘strengthen. 

“Of all the states in the 
Midwest, Dlinois has the most 
to offer in way of existing his- 
toric sites,” the tourism chief 
said. “The Lincoln heritage 
is, of course, well known, and 
we have much, much more.” 

‘The campaign is kicking off 
this month with an “Illinois 
Celebration '76"’ kit being dis- 
tributed to some 400 newspa- 
pers, primarily those in Illi- 
nois. A special logo, designed 
for use through the celebra- 
tion, is included in the 
itinerary of activities. 

Working with the Illinois 
State. Historical Library, the 
division is compiling the 
“Special Interest Series,” a 
group of short tours aimed at 
a particular segment of the 
population, It isa unique un- 
dertaking, and will be avail- 


able for the Bicentennial 
celebration. 

“These brochures will out- 
line tours which will be~of- 
special igterest to a portion of 
society," Linderman ex- 
plained. ‘For example, there 
will be tours for those inter- 
ested in black culture in Illi- 
nois, writers of Illinois, labor 
movements in _ Illinois, 
archaeology and architecture 
in Illinois, etc. 

“The tours will not be 
limited to historic sites but 
will include recreational 
areas,”’ he continued. 
will be short — mi 
‘backyard tours 

The division is also working 
with three other agencies on 
the possibility of putting to- 
gether an Illinois historical 
map. The map would outline 
both historical and outdoor 
recreational sites. 

Also in the making for this 
tourist season is a book of 
coupons which will enable the 
Dlinois traveler to receive 
discounts at designated tour- 
ist-related businesses. 

“We have contacted 1,100 
tourist-related businesses in 
the state to see what they 
would be willing to give as a 
discount if they decide to par- 
ticipate in the program,” the 
Chicagoan said, 

Advertisements for the 
coupons will be distributed on 
the necks of Coca-Cola bottles 
and via Coke posters in the 
stores. The free books will be 
mailed by the division of 
tourism. 

So far, the response from 
the tourist-merchants has 
been “enthusiastic.”’ 

“The letters have been 
very responsive to the idea,” 
Linderman said while re- 
viewing some of the corre- 
spondence. ‘‘We’ve had mo- 
tels,. fishing guide services, 
museums, etc., willing to give 
reduced rates for coupon 
holders.”

WHEN I SAY NO, I FEEL 
GUILTY: How to Cope — Us- 
ing the Skills of Systematic 
Assertive Therapy; by 
Manuel J. Smith, Ph.D.; The 
Dial Press; 302 pages; $8.95.

Do you get talked into doing 
things you don’t really want 
to do? 

Can you be maneuvered.in- 
to collecting for some charity 
when you haven’t the time to 
spare? Or, if you do take a 
stand and say no, does your 
conscience keep you awake at 
night? 

Are you hesitant about re- 
turning inferior merchandise 
because salespersons back 
you into'a corner? 

Well, take heart. All you 
have to do is practice the vo- 
cal and attitudinal skills sug- 
gested in Smith’s book. 

Perhaps you think such 
situations don’t apply to you, 
but after reading “When I 
Say No, I Feel Guilty,” you 
may suddenly realize you've 
been manipulated without re- 
alizing it. 

Dr. Manuel Smith, a 
clinical experimental psy- 
chologist, is the originator of 
Systematic Assertive 
Therapy (SAT), a clinical 
technique which teaches you 
to recognize when you are be- 
ing manipulated by others in- 
to doing something you'd 
rather not do and how to deal 
firmly with this maneuver- 
ing. 
Through such devices as 
broken record, negative as- 
sertion, fogging, and work- 
able compromise, Smith 
teaches you to turn an argu- 
ment around and assert your- 
self. 

These assertive skills are 
among the worthwhile tech- 
niques described by Smith 
and easily learned from the 
examples offered in the book : 

Broken Record — ‘‘A skill 
that by calm repetition — 
saying what you want over 
and over again — teaches 
persistencé without your hav- 
ing to rehearse arguments or 
angry feelings beforehand, in 
order to be ‘up’ for dealing 
with others.”” 

Fogging — “A skill that 
teaches acceptance of 
manipulative criticism by 
calmly acknowledging to 
your critic the probability 
that there may be some truth 
in what he says, yet allows 
you to remain your own judge 
of what you do.” 

Negative <Assertion.— “A 
skill that teaches acceptance 
of your errors and faults 
(without having to apologize) 
by strongly and sympa- 
thetically agreeing with hos- 
tile or constructive criticism 
of your negative qualities.’”’ 

Workable Compromise — 
‘In using your verbal asser- 
tive skills, it is practical, 
whenever you feel that your 
self-respect is not in question, 
to offer a workable compro- 
mise to the other person. You 
can always bargain for your 
material goals unless the 
compromise affects your per- 
sonal feelings of self-respect. 

“If the end goal involves a 
matter “of’ your self-worth, 
however, there can be no 
compromise.” 

It would seem that Smith’s 
technique is nothing less than

To help alleviate the 
operational expenditures, 
commissary patrons are to pay: 
for 50 per cent of the operating 


cost beginning Oct. 1, 1975, and 
all of such costs by Oct. 1, 1976, 
the DOD announced. Current 
costs are described as “‘close to 
wholesale." 

Yarbrough, who retired in 
1968, having served 26 years in 
the Armed Forces, stated: ‘‘The 
commissary benefit has been 
considered a form of pay by the 
military whenever a pay in- 
crease was debated.”

“They explained the purpose 
of the petition’ to. those in-

‘unemployment payments 


State Representative |Horace 
L. Calvo, Granite City} is co- 
Sponsoring a House resolution 
to direct the ‘Illinois -Depart-

Calvo admitted that there has 
been a record number of ap- 
plicants, and he explained that 
he was. not criticizing the local 
unemployment office. because 
the problem seems to center in 
the main office in Chicago. 

“The. Chicago office does 
seem to having difficulty going 
through thesé many claims for 
approval,’’ he added. ‘But 
frankly, I-am tired of hearing 
these excuses when nothing is 
done about them: What we (the 
legislators) want is to see some 
results and to see this thing 
straightened out.”” 

Calvo said that he and his 
fellow members of the House 
will act promptly upon any 
recommendations that the 
Department of \Labor might 
make to improve the way things 
are now being done, so that 
these delays no longer occur.

Tuition hike fought as ‘hardship 


on dental students in Downstate 


The administration — of 


opposition to higher tuition. 
rates for health . education 
programs, including the SIUE 
School of Dental Medicine, in an 
information report given to the 
SIUE Board of Trustees. 

“Southern Ilinois University 
at Edwardsville is strongly 
committed to the psoition that 
higher tuition levels for health 
education programs would be a 
serious mistake in policy- 
making,” the report-says. It 
was presented to the trustees 
Thursday at SIUE. 

SIUE officials contend that:a 
Proposed: increase from the 
present $572.a year to $900 a 
year, advocated by ‘the Health 
Education Commission and the 
tuition,study committee of the 
Illinois Board of Higher 
Education, would mean 
students Would be paying only 
about 10 per cent ‘of the actual 
cost of their dental education 
instead of ‘the current 6.5 per 
cent of actual cost. 

“The objeetive of having 
tuition set at any level less 
than 10 per cent of actual costs 
presumably is to fulfill au 
important social need, rather 
than to exact from students the 
true cost of their educational 
fare,” the report says. 

Dental students at SIUE 
now pay $572 yearly in tuition, 
the same rate charged for any 
SIUE curriculum. When other 
fees are added, the actual 
student cost per-year is $754.

The report. given to the 
trustees. says most students 
currently enrolled in the School 
ef Dental 
“borrowing significant sums of 
money to finance even the 
present charges at the school. 


“In point of fact, there 
already are third-year dental 
students at SIUE. who are 
committed to educational loans 
in excess of $15,000.” 

Following graduation, dental 
students will face loan 
repayments and also a 
minimym expenditure of $25,000 
in order to establish a practice, 
the report says. 


“Whatever advantage the 
dental student may have over 
the university’ student in non- 
professional or non-health 
education in the payment of 
tuition against actual education 
costs quickly dissipates upon 
graduation,” according to the 
report. 

The SIUE School of Dental 
Medicine, which is the only 
dental school in Illinois outside 
the Chicago metropolitan area, 
was established to help meet a 
critical shortage of dentists in 
Downstate Illinois. 

The report given to the 
trustees contends that tuition 
increases would place undue 
hardhsip on Downstate dental 
students and severely limit the 
ability of the School of Dental 
Medicine to meet the needs for 
which it was established. 

Last December, the SIU 
Board of Trustees reaffirmed. 
its own prerogative to establish 


Medicine » are, 


tuition at both the School. of 
Dental Medicine at SIUE and 
the School of Medicine in 
Springfield which is part of SIU 
at Carbondale. 

In January, the Board of 
Higher Education referred +o 
the tuition study committee the, 
recommendations for increases- 


‘in dental and medical. tuition 


made by the Health Education 
Commission. 

Early in February, the tuition 
study committee formally 
endorsed the Health Education 
Commission recommendations. 


SIUE_ trustees, through 
Harris Rowe, the SIU feprey 
sentative on the Board i 
Higher Education, advised the 
BHE that the presidents of the 
two SIU system universities had 
been asked to study dental: and 
medical tuition. 

He requested an opportunity’ 


- for STU to make its own input 


into statewide recommenda- 
tions which might be made on 
medical and dental tuition. 
Thursday’s SIUE information 
report was in response to the 
request of the trustees. 


20 scholarship nominees 


Steven G. Sanders, associate 
professor of physics at Southern 
Illinois University at Edwards- 
ville, announced this week that 
20 persons from Illinois have 
been nominated for ‘‘ex- 
ploration scholarships’ which 
will be awarded in April by 
Educational Expeditions 
International and the Office of 
The Gifted and Talented of the 
U. S. Office of Education. 

Sanders was a member of the 
Illinois selection committee 
which met at the State Office of 
Education in Springfield to 
select the state nominees. The 
candidates include one each 
from Edwardsville, Godfrey 
and Mascoutah. Their ap- 
plications will compete at the 
regional level with nominees 
from four other states March 21. 

Ten regional winners from 
each state will be nominated for 
the national awards which will 
be announced April 10, Sanders 
said. Approximately 100 
scholarships will be given, with 
at least one winner from each 
state, he said. 

The scholarship winners, who 
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must be 16 to 21 years of age, 
will‘ have opportunities to ac- 
company world-famous ex- 
plorers and scientists on field 
expeditions. Included are the , 
fields of archeology, | 
astronomy, - pre-historic 
astronomy, anthropology, 
astro-archeology, geology, 
ecology and marine sciences. 
Last year’s winner from Illinois 
was a girl.from Springfield who 
participated in a marine 
science expedition of the coral 
reefs. in Florida, Sanders said. 


The ‘exploration scholarship 
national competition was 
started in 1972, and more than 
3,500 young people have applied 
for the awards in each of ‘the 
last two years. 


This is Sanders’ second year 
as a member of the scholarship 
selection committee, with 
arrangements being’ made 
through the Ulinois Chapter of 
the National Academy of 
Sciences. Sanders is president 
of the Illinois Section of the 
American Association of 
Physics Teachers. 
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BUILDING THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL: A PATTERN: OF 
COOPERATION BETWEEN GOVERNMENT AND INDUSTRY 


The state legislature of 1837 
was 20 years ahead of its tine. 
It_ recognized the importance 
of transportation in building 
the state and authorized a mas- 
sive program of internal im- 
provements. 

The program included a 
north-south railroad from 
Cairo to Galena, two east-west 
railroads, and the establish- 
ment of Alton as the state's rail 
hub. Chicago was too unimpor- 
tant to be included in the 
proposed system. 

The depression of 1837 and 
the réalities of frontier. eco- 
nomics doomed the ambitious 
plans. Only dne. section of 
track, linking Springfield with 
Meredosia, was ever completed, 
and it was a financial disaster. 
The underlying assumptions of 
the program, however, were 
sound and would be proven 
correct (if in altered form) 
within two decades. 

Throughout the 1840s such 
men as Judge Sidney Breese 
supported the idea of a north- 
south railroad. Since ‘the state 
could not afford to finance it, 
Illinois politicians .turned to 
the federal government. US 
Sen. Stephen H. Douglas spon- 
sored subsidy legislation, ‘and 
after some: concessions to 
Southern interests, got his bill 
passed in 1850. The first feder- 
al subsidy of its kind im the 
nation’s history, the linois 
Central legislation set the 
model for future railroad devel- 
opment in the West. The feder- 
al government granted alternat: 
ing six-mile sections of land 
along the railroad route to the 
state. Sales of the 2,600,000 
acres financed construction of 
the 705.S-mile railroad. 

The Illinois Central fol- 
lowed the route 6riginally 
planned in 1837 with one im- 
portant exception. A “branch 
line” veered off from Centralia 
to Chicago, now a growing port 
on Lake Michigan. Construc- 


tion ot the world’s longest rail- 
road (twice the length of any 
other at the time) required a 
work force of 10,000 men. The 
major contract went to a group 
of eastern financiers who 
owned the Michigan Central 
Railroad when their spokes- 
man, Robert Rantoul, prom- 
ised the state 7 percent of the 
gross receipts from the main 
line and the branch, an impor- 
tant future source of state reve- 
nue. The first section of track 
was opened in 1852, and the 
entire road was completed in 
1856, 


While the Illinois Central 
was becoming the wonder of 
the transportation industry, 
Chicago promoters were busy 
luring new lines to the Lake 
City. This ran counter to the 
official state policy of discour- 
aging any venture which would 
benefit other states, a policy 
largely the work of Alton poli- 
ticians who hoped to destroy 
the dominance of rival St. 
Louis by diverting rail traffic 
away from the Missouri city. 
Its actual effect was to severely 
limit railroad development in 
southerg Illinois. 


Chicago ignored the policy, 
and’ its boosters actively en- 
couraged out-of-state lines to 
extend to and through the city. 
By the eve of the Civil War 
Chicago was the nation’s rail 
capital, the hub of 11 lines: 
Illinois boasted. 2790 miles of 
track (only.300 of which were 
located south of Route 40) 
compared to 9000 miles for 
the entire Confederacy. The 
premature optimism of the 
1837 legislature had been more 
than surpassed 20 years later, 
and the pattern of cooperation 
between the government and 
private industry which began 
with the construction of the 
Illinois Central was set to open 
the trans-Mississippi West by 
rail. 


Georgia teachers study 
SIUE center as model 


The Georgia Council of 
Teachers of Mathematics 
(GCTM) is studying. operation 
of the Area Teachers’ Center 
Project sponsored by.Southern 
Illinois University At Edward- 
sville with the~ idea of 
establishing similar centers in 
Georgia. 

Cathy Draper, coordinator of 
mathematics at the Georgia 
Department of Education and 
president of the GCTM, has 
visited the Belleville Area 
Teachers’ Center. She con- 
ferred with Thomas C. O'Brien, 
associate professor of education 
at SIUE and director of the 
Area Teachers’ Center Project, 
and two of the leaders of the 
Belleville center, Shirley Casey, 
a teacher at Cathedral School, 
and Ruth Jones, who teaches at 
Henry Raab School. Both 
schools are in Belleville. 

According to O’Brien, visits to 
the area teachers’ centers, such 
as the one by Miss Draper, have 
given rise to 12 or more new 
teachers’ centers across the 
United States and ‘Canada 
during the past year. 

With the help -of local 
teachers, area centers were 


opened by SIUE in Belleville 
and Clayton in 1972. The project 
is funded by the National 
Science Foundation. “The focus‘ 
of the project is continued 
collaboration by teachers on 
research and classroom ac- 
tivities concerned with the 
development of children’s 
thinking,” O’Brien said.

REVIEW 
U-boats’ 
role put 
in focus 


U-BOATS UNDER THE 
SWASTIKA; by J.P. Mall- 
mann Showell; Arco; 16%. 
pages; $10.

Twice within less than 30 
years, German U-boats near- 
ly succeeded in defeating the 
most powerful navy afloat, 
and thus sinking Britain. 

They failed, thanks chiefly 
to the development of depth 
charges, Q-boats (armed ves- 
sels disguised as merchant 
ships) and the use of convoys 
in World War I, to which were 
added radar and other anti- 
submarine devices in World 
War IT. 


Allied wartime propaganda . 


depicted U-boat operators as 
merciless brutes who 
Prowled the seas sinking 
everything in sight, including 

unarmed passenger ships, 
and leaving men, women and 
children to their fate in freez- 
ing waters, even machine 
gunning them as they strug- 
gled to stay afloat. 

More factual postwar ac- 
counts from both sides have 
helped to correct the malevo- 
lent charges made by one 
against the other, although 
that is not the specific pur- 
pose of this German-authored 
book. It fulfills its claim to be 
an objective study of the Ger- 
man U-boat arm in action. 

Reading it, however, one 
cannot but conclude that the 
World War II image, at least, 
was distorted — that, indeed, 
if any men fighting for their 
country deserved the better 
description of “heroes,” it 
™must surely be those who 
went to war in submarines — 
German or otherwise. 

It took a special breed to 
withstand the horrors of sub- 
marine warfare, to accept the 
extreme discipline and suffer 
the privation of living for 
months on end in cramped, 
comfortless quarters which 
at any moment could become 
adeathtrap. Nothing could be 
more nerve-racking than the 
deadly game of hide-and-seek 
with surface ships — the deli- 
cately performed evasion 
maneuvers requiring split- 
second timing, the suspense- 
ful waiting while the surface 
search went on, the silence 
except for commands uttered 
hardly above a whisper and 
the chilling “‘ping-ping”’ of 
the sonar as the hunters 
moved in for the kill. Then 
came the sudden depth 
charge explosions, each one 
causing a frightful shudder 
through the submarine, 
knocking out lights, cone 
the glass in gauges, throwing 
men off their feet, sending 
crockery and other loose ob- 
jects flying. 

“Tt wan tmapoaaible to see or 
to know when the fiextpat- 
tern would come,” the author: 
writes. ‘Whether that would 
be the end or whether the 
boat would withstand the at- 
tack.

Additional manpower funds 


Congressman Melvin Price 
(D-23rd, Tl.). announced this 
week that area manpower 
employment programs will 
receive an additional $197,963 in 
public service employment 
funds. The funds represent the 
balance of the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act, 
Title VI appropriations being 
allocated to prime sponsors. 

The area prime sponsors, St. 
Clair County, Madison. County, 
and East St. Louis, will receive 
$50,721, $71,863, and $24,658, 
respectively. The St. Clair 


County Consortium will receive 
$50,721. The allocations were 
based on the comparative rise 
in unemployment over a three- 
month period.

law is stringent

SPRINGFIELD — Even 
the traditional ‘‘coffee” held 
in the home in behalf of a can- 
didate for public office is now 
a legal act under the new Illi- 
me Campaign Disclosure 


The new law applies to all 
campaigns in progress on 
Jan. and all those that begin 
after that date. 

for public 


All 
office in , whether for 
U.S. Senate or a commission- 
er for the fire district or the 
park district, now come un- 
der the new disclosure act. 
‘The act requires that all can- 
‘Uidates “spending $1,000 or 
more on their campaigns re- 
port the full amount of their 
contributions and expendi- 


tures. 

A candidate who does not 
believe that he ‘has spent 
$1,000 need not file reports on 
campaign contributions or 
expenses. However, since his 
report of having not spent 
$1,000 may be challenged 
later, it is wise to record all 
contributions and expenses 
even if the total appears to be 
Jess than $1,000. 

Here are some of the im- 
portant guidelines for the 
candidate under the new dis- 
closure act. 

Every candidate 
for public office of any kind in 
Illinois from Jan. 1 must file 
notice of candidacy directly 
with the State Board of Elec- 
tions if for a state office or 
with the board’s official rep- 
resentative, the county clerk, 
in the case of offices of local 
government. 

Upon receiving the notice 
of candidacy, the state board 
makes a check to be certain 
the candidate has met all of 
the requirements and only 
when that check has been 
positive does the candidate 
attain a legal position and be- 
come entitled to have his 


name appear.on the public 


Elections recognizes that 
most candidates have a com- 
mittee working in their be- 
half, receiving campaign 
contributions and ex- 
penditures. Guidelines for 
these candidate committees 
have been developed in detail 
and here are some of the ma-. 


roposals. 

—Ifa candidate ttee 
has been formed before 1975 
and is still active, it must file 
notice of existence immedi- 
ately. If one was formed after 
Jan. 1, 1975, it must file a re- 
port with the State Election 
Board within 30 days after its 
organization. 

—If the committee expects 
‘to seek contributions of $1,000 
or more, it is urged to form a 
notfor-profit corporation in 
Ilinois so as to establish its 
officers, legal address and 
depository. 

— The by-laws of the not- 
for-profit corporation should 
at minimum cover six points: 
Declare its single purpose of 
supporting a given candida- 
cy; report the party affili- 
ation, Republican, Democrat, 
Independent or some other 
name; give the geographical 
scope where most of the oper- 
ations will be conducted, a 
county or section of the state 
for example; state the period 
of operation, until some date 
certain when the work of the 
not-for-profit corporation can 
be expected to be completed; 
name a repository, one or 
more banks or saving institu-

Volunteer work, or 
personal services in behalf of 
the candidate, need not be re- 
ported. 

The candidate coffee held 
in the home may involve both 
volunteer seryices and in- 
kind services. No value need 
be placed on the time or ef- 
forts of those giving the cof- 
fee. But whatever coffee, 
sugar, cream or other mate- 
rials used would constitute an 
in-kind contribution and must 
be reported. 

If the in-kind contribution 
connected with candidate 
coffees average $25, as they 
certainly could for large 
ones, 40 such events would 
constitute a total campaign 
contribution of $1,000, making 
the candidate subject to the 
reporting regulations of the 
new Illinois Campaign 
Disclosure Act, 

Specific questions regard- 
ing campaign contributions 
may be sent to Michael E. 
Laveille, chairman of the 
State Board of Elections, in 
Springfield 62700.

State legislative proposal 
seeks ‘death with dignity’ 


SPRINGFIELD — State 
Rep. Bernard Epton, R-Chi- 
cago, has reintroduced legis- 
lation in the General Assem- 
bly which he unofficially calls 
a proposal to allow “death 
with dignity.” 

Epton’s bill, first intro- 
duced two years ago in the 
House gives a terminally ill 
patient the right to. refuse 
medical treatment ‘designed 
solely to sustain the life pro- 
cesses.” 

“I had the support of about 
60 members until some of 
them got up and started talk- 
ing about ‘suicide’ and ‘tak- 
ing life into your own 
hands,’” he recalls. “After 
that, I withdrew the bill be- 
cause my support had fallen 
to about 40 votes and was get- 
ting nowhere. They just 
weren't listening. Maybe with 
this new legislature we'll 
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Have some listeners.”” 

The bill stipulates the pa- 
tient must be at least 18 years 
old and must sign a document 
terminating the medical 
care. The staternent must be 
witnessed by two people, 

The measure also estab- 
lishes immunity for attending 
physicians. 

Epton was asked if the 
measure could be classified 
as euthanasia or “mercy kill- 


“Nothing could be further 
from the truth,” Epton said. 
“This bill does not give any- 
one the right to take anyone 
else's life. It simply says that 
a person has the right to say 
to his doctor, ‘I appreciate all 
your help but I would now ap- 
preciate it if you would just 
let me die in peace.” 

“This bill simply says you 
can end what they call ‘heroic 
measures’ used to prolong 
life. It allows God to take His 
course.” 

‘The four-term representa- 
tive indicated he has a per- 
sonal interest in ‘death with 
dignity.” 

“My mother was extremely 
terminal. Her kidneys had 
stopped functioning and her 
heart was failing,” he said. 
“Wrongly, I took it upon my- 


self to ask the doctor to pull 
all the wiresand tubes. And 
because he was a fairly close 
friend of mine, he did it. After 
that, my mother made a re- 
markable recovery. Her kid- 
neys started to function, her 
heart became normal and she 
lived for another two years.” 
Although the practice of 
ending life-support measures 
is illegal in Illinois, Epton be- 
lieves it is done regularly: 


‘I suspect that every day in 
Llinois, doctors allow people 
to di »” he said. “It’s a way of 
allowing a person who is a 
mere vegetable or who knows. 
that he or she is a burden on 
the family or spouse to die 
with dignity.” 

Epton said he is not aware 
of any other state with simi- 
lar legislation already on the 
books. 


Realizing the controversial 
nature of the proposal from 
the experience two years ago, 
Epton often calls attention to 
the fact that the bill says the 
life processes can be 
terminated only by the pa- 
tient. This provision is a safe- 
guard against, for example, 
relatives ordering the 
termination in an atfempt to 
benefit from a will. 


SociakSecurity is 
defended as sound 


CHICAGO — Your Social 
Security check will be there if 
and when you need it. 

There have been some 
alarming reports making the 
rounds about Social Security 

. that it is broke, that it 
doesn't have funds to even 
cover its obligations of the 
next year 

These rumors are untrue, if 
official reports are reliable 
These say the system, prob- 
ably the greatest of its kind in 
the world, is completely 
sound. Up to now these re- 
ports have been borne out by 
subsequent developments. 

This isnot to say that Social 
Security doesn’t have prob- 
Jems, But the controversy be- 
tween President Ford and 
Congress over how much 
Social Security payments will 
be allowed to increase in July 
is a matter of budget and in- 
flation control. 

It has nothing to do with the 
basic soundness of the sys- 

Th 1974 Social Security paid 
out $49.1 billion in benefits to 
disabled and retired citizens. 
In the same year it collected 
$49.6 billion. 

It is not living on a month- 
to-month basis as some would 
have us believe. 

Taxes collected in 1974 
went into the trust fund whose 
balance is something more 
than $50 million. 

‘The fund earned more than 
5 per cent interest during the 
year so the total at year’s end 
was approximately $53 bil- 
lion, which will cover the an- 
ticipated benefit payments to 


- be made in 1975 even with the 


projected increase scheduled 
for this July. 

This has been the basic fi- 
nancing plan used since 
Social ity was estab- 
lished in the 1930s. 

Critics oftén make ‘com- 
parisons with the way in 
which insurance programs 
are handled, but differences 
are so numerous that mean- 
ingful compafisons are often 
not possible. 

Insurance companies 
select their risks and those 
that are accepted are placed 
under fully funded progranis. 

Social Security is univers] 


and payment by workers is a 
universal obligation 

The system does not build 
up the vast reserves required 
by fully funded programs 
since it is not possible for in- 
dividuals to leave the Social 
Security program, or even to 
change their options. 

It is true that Social 
Security could not pay bene- 
fits from funds on hand if 
every single worker were to 
start drawing benefits this 
year. 

But insurance companies 
have to depend on the law of 
averages, too, and in event of 
great tragedies such as the 
floods that occurred along the 
East Coast in the late 1960s, 
payment problems develop 
for private companies. 

Administrative costs are 
another element which need 
constant observation. There 
has been no significant 
change in Social Security ad- 
ministrative costs in recent 
years. They average about 2 
per cent. 

Insurance company ad- 
ministrative costs average 
about 15 per cent and this is 
no reflection on insurance 
companies since they have 
many costs that are not 
present in Social Security ad- 
ministration. 

In other words out of every 
$100 paid in to the Social 
Security System in 1974, ap- 
proximately $98 will be paid 
out directly in benefits. 

Social Security problems 
stem largely from the placing 
of new demands upon it -or 
social changes that’/can re- 
duce its income which is tied 
directly to the work force in 
the United States. When un- 
employment rises, the sys- 
tem’s income goes down. If 
the work force becomes 
smaller, the income to the 
system becomes smaller.

“Comprehensive national 
health insurance would fill this 
void,” said the local 
congressman, ; “but while 
Congress is moving toward such 
a policy, no universal protection 
now exists. 

“To fill this void, I am 
sponsoring a new bill which 
would authorize the U. S.

The statement cites’ regional 
economic deficiencies and a 
lack of mobility: in’ the 
population as an argument for.a 
broad academic offering at both 
the graduate and un- 
dergraduate levels. 

“"Phis lack of prosperity and 
resultihg’ mobility makes it 
clear that the existence of a 
particular academic program 
elsewhere within the state 
provides : no™ guarantee. ‘of op- 
portunity» for citizens of this 
region whatsoever. 

“The university’s clientele 
simply cannot~afford to leave 
the area of their employment or 
their family’s residence to seek 
program alternatives not 
provided by SIUE,"’ ~the 
statement says. 

At the doctoral degree level, 
the ‘statement says, ‘‘The 
emphasis will be — on 
professional degrees for which 
a need can be established and 
on select Ph.D. programs which 
have direct impact on the 
region’s social, economic and 
cultural growth.”’ 

The statement pledges that 
the university will “continue its 
commitment to provide bac- 
calaureate and master degree 
programs in the traditional arts 
and sciences, in education and 
in business,”’ 
efforts to assist the 
educationally and. culturally 
deprived through such 
programs as the Sup- 
plementary Instruction 
Program. 

Alternative methods of 
study—such as the development 
of residence centers, adaptation 
of the British Open University 
plan which takes the classroom 
to the home for those who 
cannot attend on-campus  in- 
structional programs, 
workshops for in-service 
education. of teachers and in- 
ternship programs—are 
stressed in the statement. 

The university. should 
“provide educational op- 
portunities for the large 
numbers of people—especially 
those older than the traditional 
age of college students, who 
because of job demands, family 
obligations and financial 
constraints cannot commute to 
campus.” 

The document calls for in- 
creased state support for 
research at the university, if 
SIUE is to continue to attract 
federal and private funding on 
an increasing basis in the 
future. 

Allocation of special research 
support for development of 
programs to “solve specific 
community problems in in- 
dustrial, economic and social 
contexts’’ also is advocated. 

To maintain quality of 
education, the university ‘‘will 
continue to review both 
traditional and innovative 
programs in adherence to the 
principle that standards of 
excellence cannot be 
abridged,””. the statement 
concludes.

IS HELPFUL TQ THEM 

Most legislators are anxious 
tokeep informed on the views of. 
the people back home.

Personally-written letters are 
usually given special interest 
and attention, as they indicate a 
person has been sufficiently

While most legislators feel 
they have an obligation to cast a 
vote based on their own study of 
the facts — and to vote their 
own convictions — letters can, 
nevertheless, have a ‘con- 
siderable influence upon their 
final decisions. 

The sincere, spontaneous, 
personally written letters are 
the most effective.

‘LAW AND ORDER* WILL 
GET SERIOUS ATTENTION 

The legislature, as well as the 
governor, is much concerned 
about the need to strengthen 
criminal laws in Illinois. 

Foremost in importance, in 
my opinion, is the need to make 


‘a sentence mandatory in the 


case of repeat offenders — 
rather than permitting habitual 
criminals in many cases to 
receive light or suspended 
sentences. 

Rep. Kosinski, Democrat of 
Chicago, has introduced a bill 
on which I have been added as a 
co-sponsor with responsibility 
to seek support from freshman 
legislators. 

It would make a mandatory 
sentence necessary where a 
criminal is convicted after the 
second time of a crime with the 
use of a gun. 


The need for such legislation 
is apparent, when the following 
facts are considered: 

1) Almost two-thirds of all 
crimes in the nation are com- 
mitted by repeat offenders. 

2) Up to 35 per cent of all 
persons awaiting trial are 
arrested for a second offense 
while out on bail for the prior 
offense. 


3) There are fewer criminals 
in the penjtentiaries now than 
there were in 1960, despite the 
crime surge and increase in 
arrests. 

4) Crimes of violence, with 
use of a gun, have increased 204 
per cent since 1960. 

Many of, the mayors of our 
area have indicated to us they 


_are much.concerned about this 


problem. With local, legislative 
and executive support, positive 
results can be expected this 
season.

“ Bought during the ‘1930s, the 
Kingshighway-Chain. of’ Rocks 
Bridge proved to be a financial 
bonanza for the City of Madison for 
several decades. Ironically, its sale 
was necessitated by the qbposite kind 
of. monetary situation;' it was too 
costly for the city to paint and 
repair. ‘ 
|The bridge carried Highway 66 
from Missouri into Illinois, 
bypassing most St. Louis traffic, and 
the tolls ‘collected there provided 
many patronage jobs - for 
Madisonians as collectors, 
bookkeepers and maintenance 
workers. 

This added to the political strength 
of Madison governmental officials in 
city, county and state affairs, and 
later it was possible to refinance the 
bridge and divert $100,000 yearly 
from its receipts into the city 
treasury. “ 

, The old Saturday Evening Post 
magazine editorialized that the 
waiver of city, property taxes here 
would not last, and it was right. 
After a year, the revenue was direc- 
ted to street paving, sidewalk con- 
struction, curbs, sewers, an in- 
dustrial park and other im, 
provement projects around the city. 

The late Mayor Stephen Maeras 
was the chief architect of municipal 
Policies during the 1940s, ’50s and 
60s and he attributed his success 
and power to ‘‘the goose that lays 


golden eggs’’—the Chain of Rocks 
Bridge. a 

Times, as they say, have changed. 
New highways were built and then 
toll-free federal bridges were con- 
structed, siphoning off traffic 
volume. 

When city officials lost their fight 
to block erection of the Interstate 270 
bridge across the Mississippi River 
and Chain of Rocks Canal, tolls were 
eliminated (as of 1967) on the nearby 
city-owned bridge and later (1970) it 
was closed. 

The era had ended long before last 
week, but the March 11 City Council 
decision made it official. Sold for 
$103,000, the former multi-million- 
dollar structure will be dismantled, 


| with its steel structure sold as scrap. 


It really wasn’t a very good 


, bridge. It had two narrow lanes, and 
| a sharp turn in mid-river where 


many fatal and costly crashes oc- 
curred. It wasn’t even in Madison, 
but in “Far away” Chouteau Town- 
ship, some commuting employes 
once grumbled. 

But its timing was right, before 


‘the advent of federal bridge con- 
struction funding and before con- 
: struction costs and inflation had sad- 


dled other city bridge operators and 
buyers with big bond debts. 

Madison’s Chain of Rocks Bridge 
soon will be gone, but it will be a long 
time before it is forgotten.

Many of our members and 
readers have asked us questions 
relative to Governor Daniel 
Walker's $4.1 billion bond issue 
to create jobs to put people back

which ‘will be backed. by the 


state's General Revenue Fund,

The $3.2 billion total bond 
issue described above is backed 
up by the state’s General 
Revenue and Road Funds, 
issued as needed and maturing 
over a 2-year period, at an 
interest rate of 5.5 per cent and 
within one-twelfth of annual 
debt service transferred to 
Bond Interest and Retirement 
Fund annually. 
~ It would Cause a debt service 
cost of $7 million in fiscal 1976;

fiscal 1977, $236 


and $283 


‘million in fiscal 1976, $162 - 


Debt service would start 
decreasing gradually after 
fiscal 1980. 

Reducing the amount of total 
bonds issued through fiscal 
1978—a lower ‘level of bond 
sales—would lower debt service 
somewhat. 

But no matter how you “‘skin 
the cat,”” debt service for fiscal 
1977, 1978, 1979 and 1980 will be 
high. 

Debt service for fiscal 1975 
will be small, because very 
little bonds will be issued, and 
the program will speed up 
somewhat in fiscal 1976 (July 1, 
1975 to July 1, 1976). 

Will this bond program 
cause a tax increase? Maybe 
not for 1976, but watch out in 
fiscal 1977, when the state’s 
General Fund will have little 
or no balance in it. 

We are glad the governor

Winter Wonderland 
Need firm stand 
on anti-Semitism 


By BILL WINTER 

“Knuckling under or standing 
firm” is the subject ofa study 
by the Institute of Human 
Relations in response to a new 
challenge facing the world— 
Arab “petro-dollar politics.” 

The Institute, based in New 
York, has. examined reactions 
to the Arab boycott and at- 
tachment of anti-Jewish con- 
diti to certain firms 
receiving Arab investment 
funds. 

‘A discovery during the study 
was that the boycotting nations 
and Arab investment groups 
frequently make exceptions and 
abandon their discriminatory 
practices when Western nations 
and corporations stand firm. 

The Institute of Human 
Relations, - by way of 
background, reports that, ‘a 
new and not very surprising 
development has surfaced in 
recent weeks in the scramble 
for Arab petrodollars. 

“A number of British and 
French banks, eager to make 
themselves more acceptable to 
the Arabs, have excluded 
Jewish participation from in- 
ternational financings involving 
Arab investors. 

“According to one high-level 
source, leading Jewish- 
connected banking houses have 
been barred from participation 
in at least seven major in- 
ternational financings in recent 
months. 

“While embarrassed by the 
public airing of the issue, 
banking sources in London have 
admitted there is a blacklist of 
banking houses that Arab 
countries want kept out of 'in- 
vestment or loan 
arrangements. 

“Included in the proscribed 
list are the, internationally 
respected British and French 
banking concerns of N. M. 
Rothschild and Sons, S. G. 
Warburg and Company, and 
Lazard Freres. 

“The Arabs’ attempt to 
boycott Jewish businesses— 
as well as non-Jewish firms 
doing business with Israel— 
goes back to 1948 and the 
creation of the Jewish state. 

“Until recently, however, 
the boycott was largely 
ignored by Western 
businessmen, who not only 
resented such efforts to 
dictate. their business 
relationships but also saw in 
Israel a profitable market. 
“With the enormous shift of 
wealth to the Arab world 
following the quadrupling of oil 
prices in 1973, the boycott has 
suddenly become a powerful 
weapon, designed not only to 
cripple Israel's trade with the 
West and discourage foreign 
capital investment in the 
Jewish state, but also to un- 
dermine. Jewish communities 
and Jewish businesses outside 
of Israel. 

“And if the exclusionary 
banking deals in London and 
Paris are the first hard 
evidence of this campaign, they 
are surely not the only instances 
in which the Arabs are at- 
tempting to use their new 
wealth to squeeze Jewish firms 
out of profitable business 
dealings—in Western Europe, 
and quite possibly in the United 
States as well. 

“Such anti-Jewish and anti- 
Israel agreements are not 
generally made public. 

“Business firms do not like it 
known that they have acceded 
to Arab pressures—or worse, 
that they have voluntarily 
adopted measures to render 
themselves ‘Judenrein’ as a 
way of currying favor with the 
petrodollar sheikdoms.- 

“But the rumors grow—of 
companies in Europe and the 
U.S. which are quietly shelving 
plans for Israeli subsidiaries, 
reducing the number of Jews on 
their boards,. reviewing the 
roster of their top executive and 
professional staff for Jewish 
names, cutting down on Jewish 
suppliers. 

“And the conviction also 
grows that at least some of 
these rumors are based in 
fact,” the Institute relates. 

“In the United States, of 
course, such measures are often 
illegal; if they can be 
documented the companies 
involved are subject to 
prosecution under various anti- 
discrimination and __ fair- 
practices statutes, both federal 
and local. 

“And Congress and different 
regulatory bodies will un- 
doubtedly take added steps to 
prevent Arab investors from 
promoting explicit or covert 
discrimination against selected 
American ‘ businessmen, con- 
tractors, | executives or 
professionals.

“Unless they want to bury 
their petrodollars in the 
ground, they have to recycle 
«them into the Western 
economy, because their own 
developing societies can 
absorb only a small fraction 
of their oil profits. 

“This means that in the 
disposition of oil money, as in 
the disposition of oil itself, the 
West can—if the nations and 
the business communities 
involved stand firm—resist 
any truly outrageous and 
immoral conditions for doing 
business. 

“There can be little doubt that 
the Arabs are now testing how 
far the limits of their economic 
warfare can be pushed. 

“If investment banks and 
businesses yield to 
discriminatory terms and agree 
to exclude Jewish-connected 
concerns from any dealings 
involving Arab money, they 
will, in short order, have ab- 
dicated their own freedoms and 
increased the stranglehold of 
the oil cartel over the world’s 
economic and political life. 

“ however, such 
discriminatory patterns are 
rejected—if, for example, Arab 
investors withdraw from non- 
discriminatory funding 
arrangements only to find that 
the other participating financial 
interests proceed without 
them—they can soon be ex- 
pected to come around.

Extension of usury ceiling rate on 
home mortgages in Illinois proposed _* 


To the Editor: 

Critical conditions in the 
housing industry in Illinois will 
become even more critical if the 
usury ceiling rate on home 
mortgages is not extended. 

The maximum rate, which 
has been at 9% per cent, will 
revert back to the old level of 8 
per cent on July 1 if a new law is 
mot passed. § 

At this time of year, builders 
normally obtain their annual 
financing- commitments. 
However, mortgage institutions 
cannot make commitments 
which might be illegal by the 
time the homes are completed. 

The usury limit must be 
extended in order to permit 
mortgage institutions to make 
home mortgages at rates 
competitive with other states. 

If not, the money in these 
institutions will tend to flow out 
of the state, to other parts of the 
country where they can earn a 
competitive rate to finance 
homebuilding. 

Savings in Iinois must be 
kept in Dlinois so that working 
people may be able to obtain 
mortgages for homes when they 
decide to buy.

More bird species slip 
toward endangered status 


: By JOAN MURARO 


SPRINGFIELD — People 
who buy or build those fancy 
multiunit ‘‘apartment 
houses” for purple martins 
may soon have a-lot of un- 
wanted. vacancies. 

The insect-eating purple 
martin, along with the can- 
vasback duck, has been given 
the dubious distinction of be- 
ing listed by the National 
‘Audubon Society as slipping 
toward ‘‘endangered spe- 
cies” status. 

In most cases, by the time a 
bird reaches official ‘‘endan- 
gered” ranking, it may be so 
,close to extinction that saving 
it may be difficult or even im- 
possible. 

Therefore, the society has 
taken to publishing a “blue 
list,” giving an early warning 
when a species seems to be 
heading for serious trouble. 

The canvasback duck, a 
prized game bird, is already 
protected by a completely 
closed hunting season. 

In the newly released 1975 
blue list, the total went up by 


21-MONTH 


five to 51, with four species 
previously listed dropped 
from the current total and 
nine added. 

In Addition to the purple 
martin and the canvasback 
duck, the newcomers to the 
blue list this year include the 
reddish egret, the mountain 
quail, upland plover, com- 
mon nighthawk, Lewis’ 
woodpecker, hairy wood- 
pecker and lesser goldfinch. 
Removed were the limpkin, 
Franklin’s gull, gray vireo 
and the common yellow- 
throat. Their removal, list 
editor Robert Arbib com- 
mented, does not so much 
mean their population is in- 
creasing; rather, misinfor- 
mation may have been cor- 
rected or increased informa- 
tion'may have become avail- 
able. 

The blue list gets its infor- 
mation from a_ nationwide 
network of qualified ob- 
servers who send in data 
throughout the year. 

Noting that the decline of 
the purple martin has been

Bicentennial train 


to tour

The train is scheduled to 
pull into Delaware sometime 
in April. 

It should be a magnificent 
sight — a majestic, beflagged 
steam locomotive drawing 22 
glistening red, white and blue 
cars. They will be crammed 
with 200 years of American 
history. 

The American Freedom 
Train promises to be one of 
the most inspiring spectacles 
of the Bicentennial. From 
Delaware, the first state to 
sign the Constitution, it will 
continue on an historic 21- 
month journey that will take 
it through cities, towns and 
villages in each of the 48 con- 
tiguous states. 

It will travel 17,000 miles 
and is expected to be viewed 
along the way by 40 million to 
50 million Americans. At 
each stopping place, in more 
than 75 cities, it will be on dis- 
play within a one-hour driv- 
ing distance of 90 per cent of 
the nation’s population. 

Twelve of the 22 cars will be 
used for displays and exhibits 
touching on virtually every 
phase of the American expe- 
rience, from the Revolution 
to the moon landing. There 
will be a 1776 edition of Tom 
Paine’s ‘“‘Common Sense,” 
Ben Franklin’s draft of the 
Articles of Confederation, 
George Washington's copy of 
the Constitution and much 
more Revolutionary memo- 
rabilia, plus the first Bible 
printed in America, Lincoln’s 
preliminary Emancipation 
Proclamation, Indian -arti- 
facts, gold miners’ tools, 
moon rocks and many other 
interesting items. 

Visitors will travel through 


nation 


the exhibit cars on a moving 
walkway at the rate of 1,800 
people per hour each 1¢hour 
day. They will carry individ- 
ual transistorized sound units 
which play a running narra- 
tion coordinated with the ex- 
hibits.

Three more cor- 
porations, General Motors, 
Prudential Insurance and 
Kraft Foods, each donated $1 
million. The engine, a 400-ton 
steam locomotive, a former 
Southern Pacific Daylight 
class engine, has been do- 
nated by the City of Portland, 
Ore. Several other organiza- 
tions and private citizens are 
cooperating in the project, 
which is under the manage- 
ment of the American Free- 
dom Train, a tax-exempt 
Public foundation located in 
Bailey's Crossroads, Va. 

Tickets to board the train 
will be priced at $2 for adults 
and $1 for children. A portion 
of the. advance ticket sales in 
each locale will be returned 
to that city for local Bicenten- 
nial activities.

Pacific Northwest, the Appa- 
lachians, the Middle Pacific 
and Southern Pacific regions, 
the list points out that a de- 
cline in some places may not 
mean a general decline 
throughout the specific bird's 
range.

A month 


for kites, 
marbles

There’s really nothing so 
very unusual about the month 
of March. It follows February 
and precedes April and al- 
ways has and probably al- 
ways will. It has some of the 
most disagreeable and un- 
predictable weather in the 
whole year — rain, snow, 
sleet, wind and sometimes 
sunshine. 

And yet there is something 
in the air that gets into your 
blood and gives you that rest- 
less feeling. And years ago, 
when you were a youngster 
and found that first skunk 
cabbage pushing through the 
half-frozen ground, and saw 
the pussy willows bursting 
open along the streams, you 
knew what it was. Spring was 


coming. 

‘And without being told you 
put away sleds and skates 
and some windy day, without 
any prearrangement, all the 
boys came to school carrying 
kites.

ASK THE DOCTOR 
Cataract surgery 


needn’‘t be feared

Q. Ihave had cataracts de- 
veloping over the past four 
years. I am now 72. Do I have 
to wait for the cataract to get 


ripe to have it operated on? , 


Do you still have to be inac- 
tive for a long time after sur- 
gery? 

A. New techniques in mi- 
crosurgery have made cata- 
ract operations far less for- 
midable than they used to be. 
Generally it is not necessary 
to wait for a cataract to ripen. 
When it interferes enough 
with vision, it can usually be 
removed. 

Certain types of cases may 
be treated by the tongue- 
twisting technique called 
“phacoemulsification."” A 
thin probe is inserted into the 
lens area through q small in- 
cision and the lens is broken 
up by sending an ultrasonic 
wave through the probe. The 
fragments are then sucked 
out through a hollow opening 
in the probe. Recovery from 
the procedure is rapid and 
hospitalization is required for 
a day after surgery. Some 
clinics are even doing the op- 
eration as‘an outpatient. Only 
strenuous activity is limited. 
‘An even newer development 
is the implantation of an arti- 
ficial plastic lens inside the 
eye so that the heavy, thick 
cataract glasses are not 
needed and contact lens are 
not necessary. Excellent vi- 
sion can be obtained with or- 
dinary bifocal glasses. There 
is no longer any reason for 
cataract surgery to be 
feared. Ask your own eye 
specialist whether you are a 
candidate for these proce- 
dures. 


Q. Whenever my doctor 
takes my blood pressure and 
Task him what it was, he al- 
ways just smiles or puts me 
off or says it’s OK. Why don’t 


doctors tell you what the

readings are? I sometimes 
think it's high and he doesn’t 
want me to worry or else he 
thinks I’m too stupid to un- 
derstand it, 

A. Don’t worry about it be- 
ing too high, since if it were, 
he would be giving you medi- 
cine or treatment to keep it 
down. Some doctors feel that 
patients put too much empha- 
sis on blood pressure read- 
ings which can change great- 
ly in the course of a day. Even 
the astronauts in the best 
condition may register read- 
ings over 200 during liftoff. 
‘The worst thing you can do is 
to start getting anxious about 
your pressure because anxie- 
ty helps raise it and you get in 
a vicious cycle that way. 

If your blood pressure is 
high (or even tends to run un- 
usually low), you should 
know the approximate num- 
bers because if you travel or 
get sick elsewhere, it may be 
important for the doctor to 
know what it was before. A 
sudden drop from high pres- 
sure to normal in a per- 
son with chest pain may be a 
sign of a serious coronary at- 
tack rather than an improve- 
ment in the blood pressure 
condition. I have had patients 
walking about feeling per- 
fectly well with a systolic 
blood pressure of 80 to 90. Ina 
hypertensive with readings 
usually up to 160 or more, a 
pressure of 86 would mean 
they are in shock. 

Since we are all different, 
don’t compare your blood 
pressure with your neigh- 
bor’s. There are too man: 
factors that affect the levels.

REVIEW 
Remedies 
of the 
1870s 


DICK’S ENCYCLOPEDIA 
OF PRACTICAL RECEIPTS 
AND PROCESSES; by Wil- 
lam’ Dick; Funk and Wag- 
nalls; 607 pages; $5.95

The warning is right there 
before the preface. 

“This book,” it states, “is 
intended solely as an histori- 
cal record and does not rep- 
resent an endorsement of any 
recipe, formula, process or 
other textual material 
printed herein, nor do the 
preparers or publishers 
vouch for any claims made 
within this book.”’ 

So, if you want to gargle 
with carbolic acid, use prus- 
sic acid as shaving lotion, or 
dose yourself with “‘antichill” 
pills containing arsenic, you 
do so at your own risk, 

These are some of the curi- 
ous concoctions contained in 
this reissued century-old en- 
cyclopedia, subtitled, “How 
They Did It in the 1870s.” Its 
more than 6,400 ‘receipts and 
processes” give a fascinating 
insight into the do-it-yourself 
methods of yesteryear. 

The medical section con- 
tains all kinds of weird pre- 
scriptions — everything from 
corn cures to remedies for 
rheumatism and other ail- 
ments. 

Here's a “‘Simple Cure for 
Earache — Take a common 
tobacco-pipe, place a wad of 
cotton in the bowl, drop upon 
it eight or 10 drops of chléro- 
form and cover with another 
wad of cotton; place the stem 
to the affected ear, then blow 
into the bowl, and in many 
cases the pain will cease al- 
most immediately.”” 

Not only are there various 
cures for toothaches, direc- 
tions also are given for filling 
teeth. “A hollow tooth with a 
central and nearly circular 
hole in it may, in general, be 
effectively filled with a plug 
of dry soft wood, or of bone or 
ivory. If the hole be not round 
it may be made so. Such stop- 
ping will often last for 
years.” 

‘The subjects range far be- 
yond medicine. There is in- 
formation on photography, 
electroplating, gilding, _sil- 
vering and bronzing, pyro- 
technics, explosives, stain re- 
movers, waterproofers, 
bleaches, glues, perfumes, 
lacquers, varnishes and pol- 
ishes and a miscellany of oth- 
er subjects. Instructions are 
given on paperhanging, 
painting, dyeing, soldering 
and welding, brewing your 
own beer, making your own 
wines, imitation brandies or 
improving cheap bourbon. 

Wine can be improved by 
electricity, according to one 
of the instructions. “The 
cess consists in plunging into 
the vat containing the wine, 
two plates of platinum or of 
silver, having attached. to 
them two wires of the same 

, Metal, which are connected 
/ with the poles of an electric 
battery.” 

The book tells how to test 
gold, silver, mushroomis, the 
purity of alcohol and many 
other metals and liquids. 
Such old arts as dyeing, can- 
@emaking, soapmaking, pre- 
serving and French polishing 
are revealed here. Gardeners 
can learn earlier ways of 
making composts, destroying 
weeds and pests. Cooks can 
find old recipes for sauces, 
catsups and pickles.

HERCULES’ CLUB 
(Aralia spinosa) 


The Hercules’ Club, also known as the 
Devil's Walking-Stick, is a small tree growing 
up to 30 feet in height, with a flat-topped 
crown. Found generally in Southern Illinois, 
this species has dark-brown rough bark. Its 
distinguishing features are clusters of flowers 
and leaves, each as long as four feet. The 
small greenish-white flowers are followed by 
large clusters of purple, juicy berries. The 
short prickles of the twigs help identify this 
species. The Hercules’ Club is an orna- 
mental; the wood is light in weight, soft and 
pale brown. There is no state record.
